Soviet Baltic Republics. 

“The proposal of the Soviet gov- 
ernment to recognize the Curzon 
Line as the Polish-Soviet frontier 
found favorable reception in gov- 
erning circles of our Allies and has 
placed the Polish reactionaries in a 
comic situation,” Manuilsky de- 
clared in summarizing the Soviets’ 
various border disputes. 

Speaking of the Yugoslav ques- 
tion, he said that “even the Hitler- 
ites could not make much use of 
(Gen. Draja) Mikhailovitch.... 
All tue world knows that forces 
commanded by Marshal Tito (Josip 
Broz) are the forces really fighting 
the Germans in the Balkans.”

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British Labor's Lead 


HE British Labor Party has just made 
public some of its ideas on post-war 
problems. We think they not only do credit 
to British labor but offer food for thought 
and action on this side of the Atlantic. The 
Labor Party, with the British Trades Union 
Congress as its backbone, plays a decisive 
role in the war and faces immense respon- 
sibilities for post-war national unity in 
Britain. But its post-war proposals have 
an immediate meaning to the World Labor 
Conference opening on June 5 in London. 
The trade unions of the major United Na- 
tions will be represented there. The Soviet 
trade unions are participating and the CIO 
is sending a 12-man delegation. While the 
AFL leadership continues its shameful boy- 
cott, we know that the London conference 
has a vital interest for the AFL membership. 
The British Labor Party's proposals, 
judging from the first brief news. reports, 
are exceptionally timely and concrete, They 
stress the continued unity of the three major 
powers as the “solid nucleus” of post-war 
stability and organization. Minor problems, 
like our own country’s continued use of 
British bases in this hemisphere are han- 
died in a fraternal spirit. Equally important, 
however, is the Labor Party’s approach on 
the United Nations policy toward Germany 
and Japan. It stresses the necessity of com- 
pletely destroying their military castes, 
joint occupation by the great powers and a 
system of six-year reparations with the pro- 
vision that German labor shall be employed 


‘for the reconstruction of those countries 
which have suffered most in the war. 


British labor takes the realistic view that 
while we cannot be “racist” in our attitude 
toward enemy peoples, until a new and re- 
sponsible leadership arises within Germany 
and Japan and fulfills its responsibility be- 
fore civilization, the United Nations cannot 
go easy on these countries in the post-war 
settlement. On the need for reparation and 
shifting of populations to minimize border 
disputes, the report is likewise realistic. 
While we cannot agree with more abstract 
suggestions such as pooling the armed forces 
of the major countries, the important thing 
is the spirit and approach on immediate 
matters. 


British labor has apparently clarified 
many of its ideas over the last months and 
is now better equipped to speak at the Lon- 
don conference. The CIO’s proposed agenda 
for the London conference is on an equally 
high level. All of which emphasizes the 
absence of that other great body of Ameri- 
can labor from world trade union unity, the 
AFL. 


A certain confusion still exists between 
the ILO sessions at Philadelphia and the 
world labor conference, partly brought about 
by the AFL’s blocking of the CIO at Phfla- 
delphia, and partly by the AFL’s refusal to“ 
attend the London meeting. But as the ILO 
sessions continue, it becomes clearer than 
ever that the London conference is an alto- 


_ gether different matter, a much more hope- 


ful one for world labor and all the United 
Nations. 

To the extent that the ILO is a vestige 
of the old League of Nations, as the Soviet 


government paper Izvestia points out, it does 


reflect the United Nations today. A key 
on like the Soviet Union is not repre- 
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with the needs of reality, some people in it 
even dared to invite the fascist countries to 
participate, and phony delegates, like those 
from Argentina, even reached our shores. 

For this reason also it was possible for 
the AFL delegate, Robert Watt, to main- 
tain a. provocative anti-Soviet attitude be- 
fore such a body. As Izvestia points out 
with justice, labor is unequally represented 
in the ILO set-up. All of which indicates 
how much the ILO will have to change to 
become a worthwhile instrument of United 
Nations policy. 

None of these obstacles exist at the Lon- 
don trade union conference. It is there that 
a united working class policy will be formu- 
lated and a powercul impetus given to the 
fulfillment of United Nations aims in the 
war and peace. 

Only the stubborn die-hard position of the 
AFL executive council stands in the way of 
its participation. AFL members and local 
bodies cannot accept this attitude and should 
make themselves heard at the May executive 
council meeting of the AFL. The British 
Labor Party’s program gives a lead. It is 
a challenge to American labor. 


The Smith Report 


HE venerable ex-Senator George W. Nor- 

ris recently accused the Republican con- 
gressional bloc of “putting party above 
country.” 

The Smith Committee réport on price and 
wage control is a perfect example of what 
Norris meant. As usual, Republican respon- 
sibility is somewhat disguised by the use 
of a poll tax “republicrat,” the labor-hating 
reactionary Howard Smith of Virginia, as 
spokesman. , 

The essential fact is, however, that the 
three Republicans on the committee com- 
prised the majority of the five who signed 
its report. The fifth member to sign was 
another poll tax “republicrat” from Georgia. 

What does the report do? Even as the 
nation is poised for the great military offen- 
sive, it proposes to start a profiteers’ offen- 
sive by scuttling price control. As we gather 
ourselves for a supreme effort on the indus- 
trial front, the report proposes to smash our 
upity and blow up that front by freezing 
wages while the cost of living is permitted 
to leap upward. 

To Smith and his profiteering pals, this 
moment undoubtedly seems a good one to 
hold up the nation. To the Republicans, 
however, it is also a golden opportunity to 
create chaos and dissatisfaction which they 
can then blame on the President. 

When GOP demagogues begin to shout 
about “bungling” and “inefficiency,” let's re- 
mind them that this report was signed by 
a majority of Republicans. 

Behind the partisan Republicans and the 
profiteers stand those with even more sinis- 
ter motives, those who not only put selfish 
considerations above winning the war but 
who do not want to win the war at all. 
They were represented on the committee by 
that notorious Michigan defeatist, Clare 
Hoffman. 

Should even a part of the report’s recom- 
mendations be accepted, the cost will be 
reckoned in planes and ships and guns and 
American lives. The damage will not be 
different from that inflicted by the enemy 
in battle. ; 

The struggle of the “Fighting Sixty” con- 
gressional committee, of the many labor, 
farm, consumer, veterars and other organi- 
zations united in the Cost of Living Confer- 
ence for preservation of OPA is, therefore, 
the equivalent of a front-line fight.

Heartiest congratulations on the 
twenty-second anniversary of the 
Morning Freiheit. May it live long 
and grow ever stronger as the voice 
of the most progressive of the Jew- 
ish people in America. 

Today more than ever before 
America needs the Fretheit. We all 
need this fight ing newspaper, it is 
not merely the need of the Jewish 
people. I want to speak of some 
of the reasons why the non-Jews 
also need the Freiheit.

I wonder if the Jewish people un- 
derstand how their own disunity ts 
harmful to all of America.

But after all these vears, the 
Jewish people in America have not 
even learned how to unite their own 
ranks in self-defense, not to men- 
tion their failure to unite effectively 
with tneir non-Jewish friends and 
allies. The Jewish people continue 
to allow themselves to be divided 
by a thousand issues and prejudices 
of the past. They have not learned 
to unite even in the face of threat- 
ening extermination. Yet they are 
certainly not below the average of 
human intelligence. This exercises a 
profoundly discouraging effect upon 
the rest of America. All America 
needs Jewish unity. We think this 
i, our business also. We think we 
have a right to demand unity of the 
Jewish people. Therefore when we 
find a Jewish newspaper which like 
the Freiheit, fights always and con- 
sistently for Jewish unity. we are 
glad and we support it, and we wel- 
come it as a national asset for 
America.

These are the persons who utter 
loud cries of alarm every time the 
Red Army advances another hun- 
dred miles and exterminates an- 
other hundred thousand Nazi sol.

Abramovich, Dubinsky’s Pal, 
Has One Aim--To Destroy USSR

If you wish to hear the voice of 
David Dubinsky, then read the So- 
clalist Courier, the magazine of 
Rafael Abramovich. The magazine 
is published in New York and styles 
itself “The Central Organ of the 
Russian Social Democratic Labor 
Party.” 

Where is that “party”? Nowhere 
but in the imagination of Dubinsky’s 
pal, Abramovich. Abramovich, the 
leader of this non-existing party, is 
however doing well in the United 
States. Largely through the efforts 
of his benefactor, Dubinsky, he is 
admitted to the circles ofthe top 
AFL leadership. 

The weekly Newsletter published 
by the American Labor Conference 
on International Affairs lists the 
names of the executive committee 
which include that of Raphael 
Abrt movich, David Dubinsky, Clin- 
ton S. Golden, John Green, William 
Green, George M. Harrison, Louis 
Hollander, James T. Shotwell, and 
Matthew Woll. 

WHAT'S HIS ROLE? 


In what capacity is Abramovich 
on this Committee? “He can hardly 


de accepted as a representative of 


American labor. Perhaps he is the 
“international” link, since he is the 
self-styled leader of the Russian 
Democratic Party. Could it be that 
from him the AFL executive council 
discovered that “free” labor move- 
ment of Russia which alone the AFL 
dignitaries will honor by their as- 
sociation? 

The preference shown to Raphael 
Abramovich in contrast to the re- 
buff by thre AFL executive council 
toward the Soviet trade unions is 
rather amusing, to say the least.

It may be 
glimpsed from the following quota- 
tion: 

“But if the Moscow-Cairo-Te- 
heran line in the aspect of the 
conduct of the war must be recog- 
nized as ascending and inspiring, 
the same corld not be said about 
that political line whieh extends 
from Moscow to Teheran.” 

A LA DUBINSKY 
This is identical with statements 


made by Dubinsky at New York. And 


why must the political line of the 


above conferences be considered dis- 
appointing? The editorial is disap- 
pointed that President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill did not uphold the claims 
of the Polish and other reactionary 
governments in exile. 


The Abramovich editorial draws 
the conclusions that Roosevelt and 
Churchilf! agreed to consider the 
Balkans, Poland, the Baltic states 
and other regions ofgSoutheastern 
Europe “Soviet sphere of influence” 
and that in that sphere Russia is 
being given “freedom of action.” 
Czechoslovakia, too, falls into the 
“soviet sphere of influence” accord- 
ing to Abramovich and from this 
he surmises that in exchange Great 
Britain and America have received 
their “sphere of Influence” recog- 
nized: by the Soviet government, 
while the “realists of the State De- 
partment prefer not to quarrel with 
powerful Russia about the applica- 
tion of the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter to the Baltic States, Po- 
land, and the Balkans.
